Death of Frank Louis Soldan 


One of three great scholars and 
educators during the closing quar­ 
ter of the nineteenth century and 
the opening decade of the tw en­ 
tieth 
who 
placed 
the 
public 
schools of St. Louis and Kansas 
City in the forefront of the public 
school systems of the nation was 
Frank Louis Soldan, superintend­ 
ent of the St. Louis public schools 
from 1895 to 1908. 
W hat 
Janvs 
M. Greenwood did for the public 
school of 
Kansas 
City, 
Soldan, 
building on the foundation laid by 
William Torrey Harris, did for the 
public schools of St. Louis. 
Soldan, in contrast 
to 
Harris 
and Greenwood, was not A m eri­ 
can, but German. Bom in Frank- 
fort-on-M ain on October 20, 1842, 
his formal education in German 
universities was completed when 
he emigrated with his wife, O ttil- 
ie (B ernhard), from Germany to 
St. Louis in 1863. Not until 1882 
did he become a naturalized citi­ 
zen. Yet 
few 
men 
exemplified 
more than Soldan the ideals and 


principles of American education. 
Shortly after his arrival in St. 
Louis, Soldan entered night school 
to perfect his m astery of English 
—a decision which m arked 
the 
first step in his meteoric rise from 
student to superintendent. 
Rec­ 
ognized immediately as a scholar, 
first 
by 
the 
superintendent 
of the night 
school 
and 
then 
by others, he became a m em ber 
of the brilliant philosophical co­ 
terie known as “the 
St. 
Louis 
M ovement.” W ithin the congenial 
circle of this group of outstanding 
men, Soldan’s profound scholastic 
attainm ents, 
his 
independent 
thinking and his scholarly papers j 
and writings attracted the atten- 
tion of H arris and others with the I 
result that he was drawn, first as | 
a private 
school 
principal 
a n d : 
; then in various public school po- ' 
I sitions, into the cultural and edu- 
Icational life of St. Louis. 
In 1895, when he was elected j 
superintendent of the 
St. 
Louis 
public schools, Soldan confronted 
a task of heroic proportions. The 


school board was subject to the 
influence of political barter and 
ward politics. The schools were 
overcrowded, almost 
devoid 
of 
equipment, and were poorly light­ 
ed and ventilated. Teachers of the 
grades, drawn solely 
from 
the 
high school normal 
departm ent, 
were among the lowest paid in the 
larger cities of the country. But 
one white high school existed. A3 
a result of the over crowded con­ 
ditions, 1500 children were taught 
in rented rooms and about 3,000 
more received but half 
day 
or 
part-tim e instruction. 
In the words of one 
authority, 
“ten years of Dr. Soldan’s adm in­ 
istration made 
history 
for 
the 
public schools of St. Louis.” Be­ 
ginning with the new school law 
of March 23, 1897, in the passage 
of which he was largely instru­ 
mental, St. Louis made its first 
forward step in the betterm ent of 
city school organization. 
In 
the 
period from 1897 to 1906, 26 new 
schools—among them 
the splen­ 
did McKinley, Yeatman and Sol­ 
dan high 
schools—and 
55 
new 
portable buildings were construc­ 
ted or under 
construction 
and 
being bought for future expansion. 
In 1905 was opened the new Tea­ 
chers’ College. In the field of in­ 
struction, 
im provements 
were 
made in the course of study, in­ 
competent 
teachers 
dismissed, 


j standards raised and salaries in ­ 
creased. 
Beginning 
with 
1893 
thousands were spent for school 
libraries in a field w here a small 
school paper had constituted the 
only m aterial for 
supplem entary 
reading. New equipm ent and ap­ 
paratus made its 
appearance 
in 
the schools and by 1903 free text 
books were furnished to all pu­ 
pils. In 1905 the Educational M u­ 
seum was opened, also 
the 
St. 
Louis Industrial School and, 
in 
1907 and 
1908, 
special 
schools 
were opened for defectives. These 
and many other reform s m arked 
the forward m arch under Super­ 
intendent Soldan of the schools 
of St. Louis to a preem inent posi­ 
tion among the public school sys­ 
tems of the nation. 
Soldan’s services to 
education 
were not restricted to St. Louis, 
from 1877 until his death he was 
an active mem ber and officer of 
the National FJucational Associa­ 
tion, In 1885 he was elected presi­ 
dent. In 1880 
he organized 
the 
first normal institute for teach­ 
ers in South Carolina in recogni­ 
tion of which he was aw arded the 
degree of LL.D. by the State Uni­ 
versity, He was also the author 
of many scholarly books, transla­ 
tions and addresses. 
Soldan died on March 23, 1908, 
tw enty-eight years ago this week.

Early County History 
Assembled for Volume 


By Minnie Sayers Smith 
This article on early Scott 
county history was prepared 
by Mrs. Smith for use in the 
guide books now being pre­ 
pared 
by federal 
worker^ 
throughout the country. Ma­ 
terial gathered in 
Southeast 
Missouri under the 
direction 
of Mrs. Esther Marshall Greer 
the district supervisor, is sent 
to the state office in St. Louis, 
where it is condensed and in­ 
corporated in a 
volume 
on 
Missouri. Data 
gathered 
by 
state workers will also be fur­ 
ther condensed in Washing­ 
ton, where it wall be included 
in the national guide book, to 
be similar to the 
Baedeker 
familiar to tourists in Europe. 


In 1789 a road known as the 
King’s Road 
was 
marked 
out 
from Ste. Genevieve to New Ma­ 
drid, and it was along this road 
that the 
settlements 
were 
the 
most numerous in the New Mad­ 
rid district in what is now Scott 
county. 
One of the earliest settlers was 
Edward Robertson, who, with his 
son-in-law, Moses Hurley, located 
in 1798 near where Sikeston now 
is. He was made syndic of this 
settlement. 
In 1796 or 1797 Captain Friend 
came from Virginia and received 
a concession of land near the pres­ 
ent site of Benton. 
About 1811 John Ramsey 
re­ 
moved from Cape Girardeau and 
located on what is now the coun­ 
ty “poor farm”, where he 
lived 
until his death in 1837. 
Joseph Hunter, one of the most 
distinguished pioneeis of South­ 
east Missouri, came to New Ma­ 
drid in 1805, but soon revomed to 
Big Prairie and, with his brother- 
in-law, Samuel Phillips, 
located 
near the present town of Sikes­ 
ton. His mother and sister were 
killed by Indians in a flax field 
near their home. Many 
of 
the 
Hunter descendants are located in 
Southeast Missouri. 
Captain William Meyers was the 
first settler on the site of Benton. 
He was a commissioned officer \n 
the War of 1812, and distinguish­ 
ed himself as an Indian fighter. 
Those settling 
in 
Tywappity 
Bottoms, extending 
from 
Com­ 
merce to Bird’s Point, coming as 
early as 1789, were James Brady, 
James Curran, Charles 
Findlay, 
Edward Hogan, Thomas, John, and 
Robert Stephen, Josiah Quimby, 
and Thomas. John, 
and 
James 
Wellborn. 
About 1802 or 1803, Thomas W. 
Waters, a South Carolinian, locat­ 
ed on the site of Commerce and 
established a trading 
post 
and 
store in partnership with Robert 
Hall. He kept a ferry across the 
Mississippi and died a few years 
after coming to his country. 


Historians mention that DeSoto 


is supposed to have marched thru 
this district when on his way to 
and from Cape Girardeau in 1541, 
since the Indian trail, later known 
as Kingshighway, was the 
best 
known 
route 
of 
transportation 
from New Madrid to St. 
Louis 
long before it was officially es­ 
tablished as the “King’s 
Road”, 
which was used when barely a 
trail, but was improved from time 
to time since earliests 
explora­ 
tions. 
Settlers have been locating on 
this trail in Scott county since its 
establishment 
in 
1789 
as 
the 
Kingshighway, by 
the 
Spanish 
government, Winchester, in New 
Madrid county, was founded up­ 
on this road in 1814 by Henderson 
Winchester, ond-half mile south 
of Sikeston; and 
Mark 
Hardin 
Stallcup, who operated the 
first 
store here, was living in what is 
now the city limits of 
Sikeston, 
just north of the dividing line on 
kingshighway in 
Scott 
county.' 
His granddaughter, Mrs. 
Daura; 
Smith, has an old ledger in her ' 
possession which was used in that j 
store; the earliest date recorded; 
being 1820. The old home was re- I 
placed by one more modem, and; 
the land is still 
owned 
by 
h is; 
heirs. 
About 1800 Commerce was set- i 
tied as a trading and fishing post ! 
for French and Indians. This set-i 
tlement wa? the most 
important | 
in Scott county until 
the 
early 
part of the nineteenth century. 
I 
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The territory now embraced in 
Scott county during the Spanish 
domination was attached to 
the 
post at Cape Girardeau, and 
proclamation issued by Governor 
Harrison defining the boundaries 
of the districts of Upper Louisiana 
in 1804 did not change the line 
between New Madrid and 
Cape 
Girardeau. 
On June 7, 1805, Governor Wil­ 
kinson, by 
proclamation, 
fixed 
the line as follows: beginning at 
an outlet of the river, Mississippi, 
called the Great Swamp, below 
the Cape Girardeau, and extend­ 
ing to the center of the same to 
the River St. Francois and thence 
until it strikes the present north­ 
ern boundary of the district 
of 
New Madrid, and with the same 
westwardly, as far as it extends 
This change proved very 
in­ 
convenient to the people living in 
Tywappity Bottoms, who had hi­ 
therto transacted all their busi­ 
ness in Cape Girardeau, and in 
response to a petition from them, 
the governor, on August 15, 1806, 
issued 
a 
second 
proclamation 
fixing the boundary as 
follows: 
‘‘The southern boundary of Cape 
Girardeau shall form, and after 
the date thereof, be fixed and de­ 
termined by a due west line to 
be commenced on the right bank 
of the Mississippi river, adjoining 


to and below the right bank 
jf 
Abrham Byrd’s land, opposite to 
the mouth of the Ohio. This re­ 
mained the boundary between the 
districts of New Madrid and Cape 
Girardeau until the 
organization 
of the counties in 1813. 
The limits of New Madrid were, 
then, extended to include nearly 
all of what is now Scott county, 
but on December 28, 1821, 
the 
legislature approved an act 
di­ 
viding the county of New Madrid 
and erecting the same into two, 
separate and distinct counties. 


Scott 
county 
was 
organized 
from a part of New Madrid coun-1 
ty and was named in honor nf 
John Scott, the first congressman 
from Missouri. At that time, it j 
also included Mississippi county. 
There were but two townships 
within this area at the time of the 
formation of Scott county: Tywap­ 
pity, which included 
Mississippi 
county, and Moreland. The county 
court soon created four new town­ 
ships, however: Richland, Kelso, 
Mississippi, and Wolf Island. 
In 1836, Tywappity 
township 
was divided and the southern part 
was called St. James township. In 
1839, the township of St. James 
Bayou was created. 
In 1822, a circuit court was or­ 
ganized and 
Scott 
county 
was 
made part of the southern por­ 
tion. The county seat, by act of 
the legislature, was moved from 
Benton to Commerce, 
then 
the 
most important business point in 
the 
county. 
However, 
people 
were not satisfied, and it was re­ 
moved in 1878 to a more centra­ 
lized location in Benton, where n 
recent years a $100,000 courthouse 
has been 
erected. 
The 
present 
townships are Sandywood, Kelso, 
Sylvania, Tywappity, 
Commerce, 
Morley, Moreland, and Richland. 
Blodgett, in the south 
central 
portion on the Iron Mountain rail­ 
road, has been the world

More than 5 00,000 persons v isit 
the Missou ri State Park s and game 
refu ges each y ear. The new ru les 
and regu lations for 1936 are now 
being distribu ted 
by the

Div ison and inclu de a few import­ 
ant changes. One of the principal 
ru les inclu des changes in regu la­

them affect hu nters and campers. 
A su mmary of the ru les follows: 
“Hu nting with

The pos­ 
session of firearms within a state 
park s shall be considered

Death of Frank Louis Soldan 


One of three great scholars and 
educators during the closing quar­ 
ter of the nineteenth century and 
the opening decade of the twen­ 
tieth 
who 
placed 
the 
public 
schools of St. Louis and Kansas 
City in the forefront of the public 
school systems of the nation was 
Frank Louis Soldan, superintend­ 
ent of the St. Louis public schools 
from 1895 to 1908. 
What 
James 
M. Greenwood did for the public 
school of 
Kansas 
City, 
Soldan, 
building on the foundation laid by 
William Torrey Harris, did for the 
public schools of St. Louis. 
Soldan, in contrast 
to 
Harris 
and Greenwood, was not Am eri­ 
can, but German. Born in Frank- 
fort-on-M ain on October 20, 1842, 
his formal education in German 
universities was completed when 
lie emigrated with his wife, O ttil- 
ie (B ernhard), from Germ any to 
St. Louis in 1863. Not until 1882 
did he become a naturalized citi­ 
zen. Yet 
few 
men 
exemplified 
more than Soldan the ideals and 


principles of American education 
Shortly after his arrival in St. 
Louis, Soldan entered night school 
to perfect his mastery of English 
—a decision w-hich m arked 
the 
first step in his meteoric rise from 
student to superintendent.

ognized immediately as a scholar, 
first

“ten years of Dr. Soldan’s adm in­

public schools of St. Louis.” Be­ 
ginning with the new school law 
of March 23, 1897, in the passage 
of which he was largely instru­ 
mental, St. Louis made its first 
forward step in the betterm ent of 
i city school organization.

thousands were spent for school 
libraries in a field w here a small 
school paper had constituted the 
only m aterial for 
supplem entary 
reading. New equipm ent and ap­ 
paratus made its 
appearance 
in 
the schools and by 1903 free text 
books were furnished to all pu­ 
pils. In 1905 the Educational Mu­ 
seum was opened, also 
the 
St. 
Louis Industrial School and, 
in 
1907 and 
1908, 
special 
schools 
were opened for defectives. These 
and many other reform s m arked 
the forward m arch under Super­ 
intendent Soldan of the schools 
of St. Louis to a preem inent posi­ 
tion among the public school sys­ 
tems of the nation. 
Soldan’s services to 
education 
were not restricted to St. Louis. 
From 1877 until his death he was 
an active member and officer of 
the Natiional Educational Associa­ 
tion, In 1885 he was elected presi­ 
dent. In 1880 
he organized 
the 
first normal institute for teach­ 
ers in South Carolina in recogni­ 
tion of which he was aw arded the 
degree of LL.D. by the State Uni­ 
versity. He was also the author 
of many scholarly books, transla­ 
tions and addresses. 
Soldan died on March 23, 1908, 
tw enty-eight years ago this week.
